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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) New Matter Rejection: the arguments as filed 
on 15 Sept. 2005 fails to demonstrate explicitly the halide particles extending along the heterojunction and the first and second 
semiconductor materials comprises a substantially solid phase film was originally disclosed in the specification. 2) Heterojunction; the 
junction between Pbl2 layer 4 and Hgl2 layer 5 of Harel would satisfy the definition of heterojunction (junction of to dissimilar 
semiconductor material). 3) Product-by-process: the applicant argues that Harel uses different process than the instant application; thus 
would have exclude films of particle-in-binder (PIB) material. This is not persuasive because even though product-by-process claims are 
limited by and defined by the process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior 
art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 
USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985), MPEP 2113. 4) Halide Particles extending along the heterojunction, the Applicant admits that Harel's 
layers 4 and 5 may include attached halide particle at various locations; therefore, the examiner submits that various locations would 
include the heterojunction. 5) Thickness: since the applicant has not established the criticality of [the thickness or concentrations] stated 
and since these [the thickness or concentrations] are in common use in similar devices in the art, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to use these value in the device of [the thickness or concentrations]. Where patentability is said to be based upon 
particular chosen dimension or upon another variable recited in a claim, the applicant must show that the chosen dimensions are critical. 
In re Woodruff, 919 F2d 1575, 1578, 16 USPQ2d 1934, 1936 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 
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
